IEEDED TO INFORM ME Of TKWAY THEY CONSIDERED SUBSTAN 
TIAl IMPROVEMENTS IN THE FIELD OF HUMAN RIGHTS. I DETECTED 
THERE WAS NO MEETING Of THE MINOS OVER THE SUBJECT AND THERE 
HAS NO SENSE IN BELABORING THE POINT. EMOTIONALISM STARTED TO 
CREEP IN THE CONVERSATION. AT THAT MOMENT fONMIN PASTRO CALL El 
AND ASKED IF COULD CONFER WITH HIM AT 16:30 HOURS. I'M NON 
SCHEDULED TO MEET WITH THE FONMIN AT TIME SCHEDULED AND WITH 
GENERAL ROBERTO VIOLA, JUNTA PRESIDENT, AT IS: IS HOURS. THIS 
IS MY DAY TO BE COMPLAINED AT AND ALSO TO RETORT WITH MY OWN 
COMPLAINTS. 
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3. UNOER-SECRETARY FOR POLITICAL AFFAIRS IUPIZ. THIRD RANKING 
OFFICER IN FONOFF HIERARCHY, SOMMUNED ME TO HtS OFFICE AT 
NOON TODAY (AUG 201. ON ARRIVAL I WAS RECIEVED BY 
AMBASSADOR IUPIZ A«0 MINISTER GASTON PRAT GUY, OFFICER-IN-CHARGE 
OF NORTH AMERICAN AFFAIRS. BOTH WERE TENSE, NERVOUS AND 
APOLOGETIC FOR HAVING CITED HE TO CONFER WITH THEM. 

DISPENSING WITH USUAL TIME-WASTING FORMALITIES, AMBASSADOR 
IUPIZ STATED, HE HAD A NOTE OF PROTEST FROM FONMIN OVER 
RECENT PUL 1C STATEMENTS MADE BY TOM RESTON, DEPARTMENT 
SPOKEMAN, OVER COURT-OROEED RAID ON THREE HUMAN RIGHTS 
ESTABLISHMENTS IN BUENOS AIRES. LUPIEZ THEN TOOK THE NOTE AND 
READ IT VERBATIM IN SPANISH. I NOTED AS HE WAS HOLOING 
THE NOTE HE WAS SHAKING-NERVOUS, NOT IN FRIGHT, BUT MOSTLY 
EMBARRASSED. WHEN LUPI2 FINISHED READING THE NOIE, I TOLD 
HIM THAT I LIKEWISE HAD BEEN INSTRUCTED TO MAKE REPRESEN- 
TATIONS TO GOA OVER THE OEPARMTNENT' S CONCERN OVER COURT-ORDERED 
RAIDS AS THESE RAIDS TENDED TO GIVE IMPRESSION OF AN EFFORT TO
